Coal has been carried for one-fourth of 
a mill per ton per mile This river work 
is moat Important. With the Ohio 
locked and dammed, the future possi- 
bilities are great. Through the "Soo" 
Canal 26,000,000 tons of freight pais an- 
nually; over the Ohio, unimproved as 
aha la, 17,000,000 tons of freight pasa an- 
nually. Figures from Germany, Kranca, 
England, Scotland and other countrlea 
ahow what Improved Inland waterways
